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Alberta 
Legislature 
In Session 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON, Alta., April 10, 
1959—One major question re- 
mained unanswered as the fifth 
session of the 13th Alberta Leg- 
islature came to an end. 

And that’s the question of 
when the election will be ‘held. 
Premier Manning and some of 
his closest colleagues are the only 
o-es who know and they aren’t 
saying. But the talk among 
MLAs leaves little doubt they’re 
rrepared for a vote sometime 
this year. 

As the session ended, mem- 
bers drifted home for a breather 
before they start getting into 
the thick of an election battle. 
Political observers have picked 
June or August as the most like- 
ly months for a vote. 

For a pre-election session, it 
was a.dull one, with nothing 
that could be called a first-rate 
controversy. But it was a long 
one, lasting a’full eight weeks, 
and the legislative program was 
heavy enough to make members 
earn their pay. 

Opposition members, looking 
desperately for a hot issue to 
carry them into the election cam- 
paign, prodded persistently at 
the government, and kept cabi- 
net ministers on their feet almost 
constantly answering questions 
about specific items in the bud- 
get estimates and in government 
bills. 

The Liberals tried hard to 
make proposed increases in nat- 
ural gas rates an issue of the ses- 
sion, claiming government gas 


export policy permits higher ex- |, 


port prices to be reflected in 
higher domestic prices. 

» Natural gas was under discus- 
- sion until the dying minutes. On 
the last night of the session, Lib 
eral Hugh John MacDonald of 


Calgary kept Premier Manning |° 


answering questions for 90 min- 
utes on gas export policies. 

Gas rates and export fizzled as 
’ a red-hot issue in the House, but 
the Liberals haven’t given up. 
Watch ‘for them to propose a 
preferential or “two price” sys- 
tem for gas aimed at protecting. 
Alberta consumers, as part> of 
their platform in the election 
campaign. ; 

The session did produce these 
important items: 

—The government brought in 
a record $308,676,358 budget, 
abandoning pay-as-you-go finan- 
cing and going into deficit finan- 
cing out of accumulated reserves. 

—A bill was passed giving the 
government authority to start 
‘ building 52 homes for the aged 
throughout Alberta. 


—Chronic hospital care was 


Master Farm Family Program: 

Do you know a family in your 
community that is outstanding 
and a family that would maybe 
make one of Alberta’s Master 
Farm Families? 

As in years previous, the Mast- 
er Farm Family Program spon- 
sorted by the Alberta Department 
of Agriculture will be carried on 
in 1959. This program is carried 
on to honor farm families who 
have achieved notable sucess in 
farming, homemaking and citi- 
zenship. . 

Farm families nominated for 
the Master Farm Family Award 
must fulfill the following re- 
quirements: : 

1. The family must be Canad- 
ian citizens. ‘ 

2. The head of the family must 
be the owner-operator or lease 
operator of the farm. 

3. The head of the family must 
have spent at least twenty (20) 
consecutive years in actual op- 
eration of a farm in his own 
right and not in partnership. (In 
the case of veterans, absence on 
military service will be accepted 
in lieu.) ; 

N.B.: A farm operated by a 
partnership or business agree- 
ment, involving other than mem- 
bers of the family, i.e., wife and/ 
or children of the operator, is 
not eligible. 

No family shall be eligible to 

receive the Master Farm Family 
Award whose standing in this 
program has been made possible 
by the receipt of revenue from 
sources other than farming. 
Nominations for the Master 
Farm Family Award must ‘be 
made on the form provided, 
signed by at least three neigh- 
bors, accepted by the nominee, 
and filed with the District Agri- 
culturist. : 
A district elimination is con- 
ducted by a committee composed 
of a D.A., D.H.E., resident farm- 
er, and fesident farm women 
who score the nominee. Then the 
district winners are judged by 
the regional committee. No award 
is made unless the candidate is 
adjudged tobe. worthy. . The 
award consists of. a cash award 
and plaque. The gate signs have 
been eliminated this year.

Imperial Oil's Net ve 
faraings Lower in ‘58 Jarrow News med 


TORONTO, April 13— While 
sales ‘volume was maintained, 
Imperial Oil’s net earnings of 
$50,620,414 last year were 30 per 
cent below the 1957 record of 
$72,080,930, the company’s an- 
nual report shows. The reduc- 
tion was largely due 'to decreased 
crude oil production and lower 
product prices. 

In a statement mailed to the 
company’s 45,000 shareholders, 
J. R. White, president, said the 
oil industry had demonstrated 
its basic strength “in more dif- 
ficult circumstances than have 
been experienced for some 
years.” The industry had risen 
rapidly to a point where it now 
supplies more than one-half of 
Canada’s energy needs, he point- 
ed out, and this enlarged respon- 
sibility had required many tal- 
ents and techniques, supported 
by large sums of capital, all of 
which was provided from .priv- 
ate sources. ; 

Mr. White noted that signifi- 
eant additions had been made to 
refining capacity in the Ontario 
and British Columbia markets 
where nearly all the rapidly 
growing demand is supplied by 
Canadian crude oil. The need for 
more crude oil outlets continued 
to be a problem, as the. industry’s 
capacity to produce approached 
one million barrels daily at year 
end—approximately twice the 
current demand.
